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Mr. Chairman, Ladies & Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in representing to you a combined report for 
the years 1960 and 1961 upon the health and circumstances occuring 
Wathen the Urban District of Bowdon., The reason for a combined report 
for these two years, has been the untimely death of Dr. Donald Longbottom 
in September 1961. With his death, the district lost a wise and 
Experienced advisor who served this Council well. Dr. E.H. Gordon 
acted as Medical Officer of Health from September, 1961 until my 
appointment in February 1962: I am grateful to him for undertaking 
Himewemors work it -sddition to being Medical Officer of Health to 
his own Division. 


Maere has been a steady increase in population according to 
the Registrar General's mid year estimate of pooulation (4040 in 1959 
Howr500 in 1961). 


Miowcovemeardisea DirbA rete increased from 12,7 in 1959 to 
15.25 in 1961. There was an increase in 1960 in the infant mortality 
rate (56.6) as compared with 31.1 in 1959. In 1961 this increase 
Meeeregucea to i5.4. For both years, it is pleasing to record that 
there were no maternal deaths. There were, however, 58 deaths from 
natural causes in 1960 and 66 in 1961. As in previous years, the 
majority of these were due to various forms of heart disease. (24 
mooC6O end 22 in 1961). 


tj os imceresting to record that there was-no increase in 
death from malignant disease, despite national increases. 


In the field of infectious diseeses, there were 26 cases 
of whooping cough in 1960 end 57 cases of measles in 1951. There was 
also one case of Paratyphoid fever in 1950. This was a female, aged 
Zo years; a Visitor from Germany who was working in this Country as 
Gemigid. tt 1S believed that she contracted her infection abroad. iWith 
treatment, whe made a complete recovery. 


The most important item during 1960/61, in the field of 
environiental health in Bowdon, was the new sewerage disposal scheme 
woieh was planned and agreed to during this period. At the time of 
writing this preface, the plans for the scheme heve gone to tender, 
and it is hoped that work will commence early in 1963.

The existing sewers throughout the district have been satisfactorily 
maintained during the year and, where necessary, repairs have been carried 
out. 


The Council's consulting engineers have now prepared a scheme which 
has been submitted to the Ministry for a new Sewage Disposal Works and 
works for modification of the system. This scheme has now been avproved 
in principle and final plans and details are in the course of preparation. 
It is hoped that work will commence on the new disposal works during the 
coming year. 


PUBLID CLEANSING. 


Refuse Collection, 


A weekly collection of refuse is carried out throughout the whole 
of the district and in certain cases two collections a week are made. 


The Council employ one Commer Rear loading refuse collecting vehicle 
and five workmen to carry out this work. 


Controlled tipping is carried out on land adjoining the sewage cisposal 
works, livery effort is made to seal off the tip with soil or inert refuse 
as soon es possible and the tip is regularly treated with insecticides to 
prevent the breeding of insects. 


One workman is engaged on the refuse tip. 


Street Cleansing. 


street cleansing is carried out by the Council. One workman is 
engaged full time on this work and additional labour is sometimes available 
after the completion of the weekly refuse collection, 


HOUSING 


Under the Housing Scots, the Council has a duty to consider the general 
nousing conditions in tne district and to ascertain whether any houses are 
unfit for human habitation, The Council has powers to deal with unfit houses 
powers to provide new houses for all classes and varhous powers and duties in 
the management of Council housing estates. 
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The district is purely a residential one containing in the main 
WMeOuUses Of Exceptionally good structural condition.

FOOD AND DRUGS 
The Council bear most of the ctatutory responsibilities for safe- 
Buaerding the public from foodborne diseases, the main aim being directed 
beoverds securing the preper and hygienic conditions for the manufacture, 
Beeparation and’ sale of focd. 


All premises connected with these businesses have been inspected 
during the year and where necessary informal action has been taken to 
Secure compliance with the Food and Drugs Act and the Food Hygiene 
Regulations. In no case was formal action necessary.
